Washington, July 27.—A commercial 
war between the United States 
and 
Europe is expected to result from the 
operations of the Dinglev law. 
While three nations of Europe sepa­ 
rately filed protests against provisions 
of tlv law which they declared were 
inimical to their interests when the 
act 
was 
i Tt der consideration at the 
capital, all Europe, practically, is ex 
pected commercially to combine against 
this country as a result of the pro­ 
posed enforcement of the bounty sec­ 
tion of the statute. 
Instructions have been sent by the 
stafe department to the consular rep 
resentatives 
of 
the 
United 
States 
throughout the world and by the treas­ 
ury department to its special agents in 
Europe, directing them to report the 
amount of bounties paid by the gov­ 
ernments to which they are accredited 
on any products raised for export to the 
United States. 
Just as soon as this 
information is at hand the treasury 
department will take steps to assess all 
such products at a duty equal to the 
rate imposed by the law in addition to 
the bounty paid by the foreign govern­ 
ment. 
The coni pc of the treasury depart­ 
ment in this matter will be guided by 
section 3 of the new tariff law. This 
section provides that whenever 
any 
country shall pay any bounty upon the 
exportation of any article and such 
article is dutiable under the provisions 
of the United States, upon the impor­ 
tation of such article into the United 
States there shall be levied, in addition 
to the duties otherwise imposed, an ad­ 
ditional duty equal to the net amount 
of such bounty or grant. 
There is some hope that the bounty 
provision of the law will make foreign 
governments desirous of entering into 
reciprocity treaties with the 
United 
States, hut it is not believed that con­ 
ventions of this character will be nego­ 
tiated to any great extent with any na­ 
tions 
other 
than 
those 
of 
South 
America.

A g a in st A m erica’s P lan , 
Paris, July 27.—The Figaro publishes 
an article bearing on the relations be­ 
tween the United States and Japan. Its 
importance is heightened by the mani­ 
fest indications it bears of being “in­ 
spired,” for only those in the inner 
circles of Japanese affairs could pos­ 
sibly have given the editor of Figaro 
any 
idea of the object which has 
caused the Marquis Ito to come to 
Paris at this particular juncture. 
The article is as follows: 
“The Marquis Ito has come to Eu­ 
rope to protest more energetically in 
the name of his government against 
what he calls a usurpation big with 
dangers, and he declares to his friends 
that Japan, which has had to struggle 
against greater difficulties at the time 
of the war with China, will go on to 
the end with United States. We must 
not, therefore, be surprised if one of 
these days we have to announce a 
rupture of the relations between these 
two countries in the case the annexa­ 
tion projects are maintained. 
“This would not, probably, mean a 
declaration of war, but it would be the 
beginning of hostilities more or less j lectors, 
open, the results of which would be 
harmful and which might have in store 
surprises of all kinds, for 30,000 Japa­ 
nese, almost all veteran soldiers, are 
already living in the Hawaiian islands, 
and the natives of the country hardly 
number as mary.

peril of this annexation to which the 
vigorous Japanese people—which is 
still under the spell of its victories— 
is opposed to the utmost.”

Senator Doolittle, of 
Wisconsin, died this forenoon a t the 
home of 
his daughter, at Edgewood, 
near Providence R. I., of B right’s dis­ 
ease, aged eighty-two years. 
Jam es R. 
Doolittle was born on a 
farm in the town of Hampton, in the 
neighborhood of Lake Champlain and 
not far from the Vermont line, on the 
3d of January, 1815. 
Judge Doolittle 
was the sixth in line of descent from 
Abraham Doolittle, who was sheriff of 
New Haven, Conn., in 1G48. 
When 
four years of age his father moved to 
western New Y’ork. He was graduated 
at Geneva, Do w 
H obart college, in 
1834. 
He adopted the law as a pro­ 
fession, and, having been adm itted 
to 
the 
bar in 
1837, opened an 
cilice 
a t 
W arsaw, 
New York, in 
1841. 
The only public office the judge 
held in New York was th a t of district 
attorney of Wyoming county. 
He 
early became interested in politic!. In 
1851 he came to Racine and found him­ 
self in a Whig district. 
Yielding to 
the pressure of many friend* he ran as 
the democratic candidate for circuit 
judge and was elected. 
He resigned 
in 1850 m d devoted his time to the 
law. 
fie was strongly opposed to 
slavery. 
In 1844 he supported Polk 
over Clay for president, but in 1847 
he introdueed into the democratic con­ 
vention 
the famous "cornerstone’’ 
resolution upon which the free soil 
party was formed in New York, and 
in 1848 he fcllovred the fortunes of 
Martin Van Buren, the free soil candi­ 
date. 
R efuged T o R esign. 
He supported Franklin Pierce in 
1852. The repeal of the Misssouri com. 
promise which followed Pierce’s elec­ 
tion, and the position ts-um ed 
by 
Stephen A. Douglas toward the admis­ 
sion of Kansas and Nebraska operated 
to drive anti-slavery democrats out of 
the party. 
Thus Judge Doolittle be­ 
came one of the founders of the re ­ 
publican party. 
He was elected to 
m e United Senate as a Republican 
from Wisconsin, 
January 23, 
1857. 
Judge Doolittle was a great friend of 
Abraham Lincoln and be was in sym­ 
pathy with Lincoln’s adm inistration. 
In 1863 he was again re-elected to the 
United States Senate from Wisconsin. 
In 1805 a radical change in the re­ 
publican party caused Mr. Doolittle to 
leave it. May 28, I860, the legislature 
of Wigeons n adopted a resolution ask­ 
ing him to resign his seat in the sen­ 
ate. 
He delivered a scathing cpeeoh 
denouncing those who had passed toe 
resolution and refu ed to resign. 
In 
1871 he was the democratic candidate 
for governor and w a6 defeated. 
Since 
th a t time he has been a democrat. 
In 
1880 he ran for congress in the first 
district and was defeated.

Makes a Small 
Fortune—Nearly 
Starved When a Steamboat Fortu­ 
nately Brought 
Supplies—Fearful 
Hardships Endured. 


Beloit is represented in the^ Klon­ 
dike gold mine district, among those 
enduring the fearful exposures for the 
sake of gain being John W. Crist. 
He went from Montana to Alaskt in 
1893 to work at his trade of a carpen­ 
ter, aud finally made his way to Cis cie 
Oily, then to 
Dawson, where he re­ 
ceives $15 per day and herald for his 
tfork and spends bis spare time work­ 
ing in the gold mines. 
A letter was 
'received by his sister, Mrs. E. C Stone 
of Beloit yesterday, written June 17 at 
Fort Cudahy, in which he speaks of 
the new gold disc overies as follows: 
“ Last November I concluded to in­ 
vestigate the cause of the exciting re­ 
ports of big gold finds up the river and 
went on a three days' jjurney to a 
new settlement called Dawson City, 
the center of the Klondike interests. 
Big strikes ware reported there, but 
there was no ground to be had except 
it was bought or leased. 
Every foot 
in the gold district had been staked 
off aud duly claimed. 
I formed a 
partnership with three friends and we 
paid $0,500 for a claim and they 
worked it. I worked on another claim 
on shares. 
From January 20 to May 
IT, we had taken out $49,000 of dust. 
Half oc this went t o c s i n men, which 
gave us about $6,000 each for our four 
months’ work. 


B o u g h t a C laim For #.‘15,000. 
“ Later we four bought a claim for 
$35,000, pacing five down, and we 
think we will have it paid for in a 
short time. 
It is now ‘make or break’ 
with me. 
I hope for good lack and 
will remain here another year. 
I am 
not working in the mines myself, but 
am engaged by the North American 
Transportation company looking after 
the building of some big warehouse ai 
$15 per day aud board, aud will make 
my headquarters at Dawson city 
Fif­ 
teen dollars a day seems big p y to 
you iolks now, but it is nothing Here. 
Expenses are ia keeping with the 
wages. 
For instance ll mr is $60 per 
sack and bacon is $1.25 per pound. 
Provisions tre sca ci and a few days I 
was afraid I wouldn’t ba here to write 
you this, I was so near starved, but a 
steamboat came io aud I am filled up 
now.” 
H ardships A re F earfu l. 
In previous letters Mr. Grist spoke 
of the fearful hardship? men must en­ 
dure there, and dares not recommend 
the country. 
He says it takes a year's 
time to get settled anywhere. 
It is 
winter for eight mouths with the 
murcery from 60 to 80 degrees below 
zero most of the time aud for months 
there is little or no daylight.

hundreds of men are coming in to try 
their luck in the gold fields, but a 
every inch of ground is already staked 
out, they will have bard times even if 
they endure the journey.
